GIFTS FROM TEAC HERS 
W hen I was a bov attending the 
“district school,” each of us pupils 
expected on the last day of school 
before Christmas a gift from the 
teach* r. This gift consisted of a bag 
of candy and an orange. Sometimes 
.iust, candy. In some schools of that 
county the teacher who failed to 
indicate, by noon of that important 
day. th at he had a treat ready was 
locked out, sometimes smoked out. I 
have a vague memory of having 
participated in one of ihc.se cere­ 
monies. When, later. I taught in 
the same district school which I 
had 
attended 
earlier. 
I 
accepted 
and observed the custom of provid­ 
ing the treat, buying the materials 
out of my meager salary. And I 
chopped my own wood for the stove 
in that school. 
I do not know how prevalent this 
Christm as custom is today, but it 
still continues in some rural areas. 
In the cities, especially the larger 
cities, the teacher does not 
dis­ 
pense sifts to the children. They, 
many of them, bear gifts to her. 
While both practices should be 
outlawed, gifts • to the teacher is 
the 
more 
pernicious. 
It 
suggests 
bribery for special favors from the 
teacher. 
And 
since 
teachers 
are 
hum an like the rest of us. it prob­ 
ably 
does 
make 
a 
difference 
to 
some cf them in their attitude to ­ 
ward the young donor Then those 
children whose 
parents can't, 
or 
don’t choose, to supply money to the 
child for the gift must feel badly. 
You see. it is basically undemocratic 
and immoral. 
Afraid to Hurt Child 
In some instances the conscien­ 
tious teacher might hesitate to re­ 
fuse a gift from the child. nor wish­ 
ing to hurt that child’s feelings. For 
her protection and for the protec­ 
tion of all the children and the wel­ 
fare of the school, boards of educa­ 
tion. with the leadership of 
the 
school superintendent, should a n ­ 
nounce each year an order -orbid- 
ding gift bearing and receiving by 
teacher or pupil on the school prem ­ 
ises. And to this order should be 
given wide publicity 
Then let us 
hope there will be no teacher or 
parent who would violate the spirit 
of this order away from the school 
premises. 
But it m ight be wholesome for 
the children to contribute pennies 
toward a gift of flowers or some­ 
thing else to b^ sent to a shut-in- 
or sick child or old person known 
to some or all of them. At least, 
they might wTite letters at school 
to such a person, especially near 
the Christmas season.

THE NLRB’S WAY WITH ITS CRITICS 
In railing to account t.ha editor of a trade magazine who has dared 
to criticize its actions the National Labor Relations Board may have 
opened the way to judicial determination of how far its powers extend. 
The board has issued a subpena for the editor’s appearance be­ 
fore its trial examiner to disclose the sources of information ior an 
article he wrote regarding its Investigation of the W eirton Steel com­ 
pany. Through counsel the author has refused to appear. on ‘he ground 
that the subpena has no Ircal force. The additional opinion is expressed 
th a t the board's course involves violation of the constitutional rights 
oi a free pres?, so inextricably connected with the rights of a free people. 
The Labor Relations act empowers the board to issue subpenas 
requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and production of 
any evidence relating to a m atter under investigation. 
The board relies 
upon this sweeping provision to enable it to subject an unfriendly critic 
to inquisition. 
If it should essay to subpena all writers who have assailed it— 
and if it may subpena one it may subpena all critics—the board would 
have little time to a tend to its appointed business of redressing the 
wrongs of labor. The wrongs of employers arc specifically excluded from 
its jurisdiction. 
/ 
W hatever powers are conferred on the Labor Relation? 
Board 
by statute can not override ?he rights of a free press guaranteed by The 
constitution. 
Every threat to these rights must be sternly resisted. This 
latest indicated attack from a new quarter emphasizes the need for 
eternal vigilance, in the interest not only of an untram m eled press but 
of the public.
